St. Paul, June 5.- Files breed most 
rapidly In June. 
Now is the time to 
swat! 
So says a warning of the entomology 
department, University of Minnesota, 
Just issued. 
Where it is impossible to do suffi­ 
cient swatting to reduce the fly popu­ 
lation, the department recommends fly 
traps. 
One of the best traps for farmer*, Is 
a large screen trap baited with bana­ 
na* and milk. 
The flies have a keen 
sense of smell and are among the 
smartest of Insects, so you can’t fool 
’em with bait that Isn’t good, ento­ 
mologists declare. 
Cleaning up garbage plies, manure 
piles and refuse will help to elimin­ 
ate flies, and during the hot summer 
days when files are breeding most rap­ 
idly, every effort should be taken to 
exterminate them, the department ad­ 
vised.

FREIGHT RATES

merce commission In Washington.

will destroy the Industry, limiting the 
field for lignite to a very small area 
Governor ll. A, Nestos of North Da­ 
kota lots charged that the increase 
Is a conspiracy between eastern rail­ 
roads and coal dock operators; while 
representatives of lignite consumers 
both in this state and in Mouth Da 
kota, declare the Increase will add 
tremendously to their coal bills.

shipments to state institutions. (State 
institutions are required to use the 
native coal.) 
Mr. Hendricks said the 
proposed rates would increase the cost 
of shipping lignite coal 200 miles over 
one railroad from $1.34 to $2.19 per 
ton. Two hundred miles he said was 
the average lignite haul.

Cleaning up garbage piles, manure 
piles and refuse will help to elimin­ 
ate flies, and during the hot summ er 
days when flies are breeding most rap ­ 
idly, every effort should be taken to 
exterm inate them, the departm ent ad­ 
vised.

Many a country boy and girl has ex- 
crringed dom estic service for board and room while attending 
high school. 
Chambers of Commerce, Rotary clubs, Lions clubs 
and other civic and religious organizations are glad to help worthy 
boys and girls find a job.

HIGH SCHOOL ATTENDANCE GROWN 


June is a red-letter month for thousands of farm boys and 
girls because they have received diplomas entitling: them to enter 
high school.. These have usually been presented by county or 
town superintendents, in the presence of parents and schoolmates, 
at appropriate exercises held in honor of the occasion. 
The slo­ 
gan has probably been: MOn to high school.” 
Whether many of these boys and girls do go on to high schoo 
next September depends very largely upon the attitude of their 
parents towards education and their ability to solve difficulties. If 
fBere is no high school within walking distance of home and no 
train or bus service some way will need to be devised of over* 
coming the obstacles of distance between homejand school. 
“If there'is a high school within reasonable driving distance 
the solution is easy—the family can furnish its own transporta­ 
tion. 
If there is no high school within driving distance the child 
must either be boarded in town or the family must move to town. 
If the family income is small there must he considerable sacrifice 
on the part of both parents and children. 
But if there is a will, 
there is usually a way. 
Many a country boy and girl has ex- 
cnanged domestic service for board and room while attending' 
high school. 
Chambers of Commerce, Rotary clubs, Lions clubs 
and other civic and religious organizations are glad to help worthy 
boys and girls find a job. 
Parents who fail to provide an opportunity for their children 
to secure a high school education handicap them in the race for 
life.

people than did their parents. They need, at least, a high school 
education in order to compete with the generation in which they 
are To I ive.

Fear is 
ignoiance and ignorance is lack of knowledge. 
Logically the 
remedy for banishing fear is an extensive knowledge of your sub­ 
ject, and hack this up by good living habits and mental discipline 
which will tend to do away with any altac^ ^>f nerves. Fear has 
its birth in darkness, and ignorance is mental darkness.

“Suffering Today From a Burden of 
Too Much Law,” Said

Franklin

New York, June 5.—Circut difficulty being experienced by tim promoters 
in getting champion boxers and outstanding title contenders to accept 
matches that would muke it possible to meet their exorbitant purse demand !, 
leads to the conviction that the I!>24 outdoor season will be as drab as last 
year’s was sparkling. 
At this time last year the Milk Fund heavyweight show bad been staged 
in New York, and Jess Willard and Luis Pirpo, the survivors bad been matched 
To meet in Jersey City on July 12. 
Jack Dempsey and Tommy Gibbons had been matched to meet in Shelby 
on July 4. 
Pancho Villa and Jiminy Wilde bad been matched for tin* fly­ 
weight championship. 
Kilbane had lost his title to Eugene (* rir| ii I, and the 
Frenchman had been matched with Johnny 
D u n d e e for the title. 
Benny 
Leonard had been matched with L e w Tendler for the lightweight champion­ 
ship, and the Harry (Jreb-Johnny Wilson middleweight championship was 
iii the making. 
This year the only outstanding match that has been even suggested up 
to this time has been the Dempsey-Wills heavyweight championship bout for 
September, and Dempsey had not accepted terms. 
Promoters blame the slump in business on the boxers, and the promo­ 
ters are held to be responsible by tin* boxers. 
Polities and petty fighting In 
tween the promoters also has discouraged the game in New York. 
Tex Rickard’s rivals succeeded in driving bim out of New York by beat 
ing him to the privilege at the two hall parks.
